at School Year 1995-96 funded levels. 


It reviewed the Association’s objections to the stay­

ing of the arbitration proceedings, as filed on 

September 23, 1996. 


It GRANTED the District’s Motion to stay the arbitra­

tion proceedings, after noting that the subject matter 

involved step increases and that it had responsibility 

for determining arbitrability under Appeal of Westmore-
